Arguments fer British Plan. 

Arguments of the advocates of 
passage of the British amendment 
were that warship traffic cannot 
be hidden from the public eve and 
that it is not necessary to include 
them in the system of license and 
control. As for airplanes designed 
for war, the argument was that it 
was practically impossible to dif- 
ferentiate war from commercial 
planes and therefore their inclu- 
sion in the supervised list of war 
implements would be unreasonable. 

The Juridical Committee § dis- 
cussed whether the principle of 
prohibition or liberty in the expo-- 
tation of arms should be the guid- 
ing idea of the conference, nad up- 
held the idea of liberty. Allen W. 
Dulles, American member of the 
committee, finally found an accept- 
able formula according to which 
there would be prohibition of ex- 
port to private individuals and 
freedom for others under conditiong 
to be enumerated. 

This means that Governments 
duly recognized will be assured a 
supply of armaments for national! 
defense. 

Turkish Proposal Beaten. 

A lively discussion arose on the 
question of the Turkish proposal 
to make it obligatory for the Gov- 
ernments of manufacturing coun- 
tries to export arms to any coun- 
try, but the committee rejected this 
by an overwhelming majority. 

The delegates of 44 Governments 
represented in the conference are 
doing a lot of hard thinking over 
the warning against the danger of 
bolshevism uttered by Dr. Gustave 
Guerrero, Salvadorean jurist, who 
has been sitting with George W. 
Wickersham, former United States 
Attorney-General, recently in the 
league committee for the codifica- 
tion of international law.

SALARY REGULATION 
MEASURE CARRIES 


City Employes to Receive 
Their First Pay Since 
March 31 During Next 
Four Days. 


City employes, who have not 
been paid since March 31, will re- 
ceive their April salaries beginning 
tomorrow. The City Treasurer's of- 
fice expects that it will take four 
days to pay off all the departments. 

The belated pay-off was made 
possible by the passage of the ap- 
propriation bill, providing for the 
1925-26 budget of $24,765,445.50, 
at yesterday afternoon's session of 
the Board of Aldermen. ;,With tite 
budget bill were passed the tax 
rate ordinance, fixing the levy at 
$2.56 on the $100 valuation; and 
the standardization bill regulating 
the wages paid to city employes. 


The vote on the budget bill and 
the tax rate bills was 21 to 7. The 


unanimous vote. 


Levy at $2.56 on the 


standarization bill was passed by 
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Cause of Tax Rate Increase. 

The budget bill appropriates 
| $394,388.77 less than last year’s 
| bill, due to the cutting down of the 
| department estimates by nearly $4,- 
| 000,000. It is estimated the cuts 
| will force the discharge of 250 em- 
| ployes. The tax rate bill is an in- 
crease of 9 cents on the $100 valuy- 
ation over last year, when the rate 
was $2.47. The increase in the tax 
rate was recommended “by the, 
Board of Estimate to take care of 


the increased salary of policemen 
amounting to approximately $600,-. 
000 this year, and the $500,000 def.
